INTRODUCTION.

Is the following Moik, as well as in OrHERS, I have 


made uſe of the word Tablaſco, which requires an explana- 
tion; It is an Indian Word, adopted by the Spamards in the 
Philtpinas, to expreſs © a portion of Sea and Land not 
very remote,” I may alſo, on this occaſion, take notice, 
that Silanguin is another Indian word, adopted by the 
Spaniards ;z it means © a Harbour formed by Iſlands.“

I have thought it more expedient to engrave, on a 
ſeparate Plate, the NATunAas and NoRTHERN ANAMBAS 
in their corrected fituation, than to eraſe them; leſt the 


relative poſition, of P? Wawook and Sou Ro ro, ſhould 
be found erroneous, which the Track of the 24 Fleet 1781 


ſeems to imply. In this ſeparate plate, I have copied 
a Sketch of the Nonſuck Islands and thoſe adjacent, by 
Ir. P. Begbie, to whom I am indebted for many 
elegant Views. 


1 find Capt. Richardſon makes the S? part of the 
NaTtuNas, & farther South than my Obſervation places 
them; I have therefore continued my own poſition of 
Haycock Rock, and have laid down his Separate Hand, by 
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making the ſame Alteration in its Latitude, placing it in 
3- 10' N, inſtead of 3? 4' N, as Capt. Richardſon reckons 
it; J have regulated lis Track, whilſt in fight of Direction 
: Iſlands by his Bearings, adopting his own Latitudes : and 
: | have continued his Track, from the laſt fight of Direction 
Tslands, to the firſt fight of Separate Island by uniting thoſe 


Stations, which makes his Courſe N? 3? W, inſtead of 
North, as his log gives it, | 


Having, ſince the Memoir was printed, been fayoured 
by Capt. Dempſter with the uſe of his private Journal, I 
find he ſays in it, that the Skoa/ (mentioned in p. 17) has 
one Rock above Mater He poſſitively affirms, that He ſaw 
This, It is very extraordinary that no ſuch remark is made, 
either in his own Publick Journal, or in any other of 
that ſhip. However it correſponds to the deſcription of 
Looſduynens Shoal in Old Journals, where it is, from report, 
ſaid to be juſt above water. 


In the liſt of the reſults of Pofition from Ship's Journals, 
CC denotes Cruizers belonging to the Company, C Country 
Ships, ie Engliſh Merchant Ships employed in India; 
F French, and thoſe, without any thing annexed to their 
names, arc Indiamen.

Tm S CrarT extending Southward from 2 N Lat. was 
conſtructed ſome years ago, and was then accompanied by a bort 
Memoir: The Cnarrt is at preſent greatly improved, but Ir 
is not yet given as Compleat : The Southern part of the Chart, as 
originally conſtrued, is not at preſent included in this; but in the 
CrnarrT from STRAIT of SuNDA to LINGEN. | 


The former Meuoix explains the Authorities, from which I 
placed Sourouton in 4? E Long. from P? Wawoor, or Aro as it 
is commonly called by Engliſh Navigators, corruptly from Aor - 
but Vauvor is the true name, which I myſelf received from the 


Natives of P? Teoman, vulgarly called P? Timoan and P? Timon. 


I have thought it expedient, in this Place, to reprint the for- 
mer Memoir; as it gives an Account of the Original Con- 
ſtruction of the CHART. . |

« MEMOIR of a CHART, 


CARIMATA PASSAGE, 


Natunas and Anambas. 


T HIS Chart, extending from 5? N to 4* 8. is laid down 


from various materials; 


The S. and E“. parts of the Natunas, from a ſketch made 
by me in the Cuddalore, in December 1761, when I fell in 
with the Eaft Natuna, and bore away along the Eaft and South 
Coaſts: the Eg fide is very dangerous, but has good ſoundings; 
the SE. part is bold. Capt. Clements in the Royal Charlotte 
differs only 1 in Latitude of the E. Natuna; he fell in with it 
in December 1773, and paſſed through between the Northern 
and Southern Iſlands. * This Channel, and the Lands on both ſides,

are chiefly laid down from his obſeryations, with ſome aſſiſtance 
from the Syren, Captain Berrow, Feb. 1774; and alſo, in 
limiting the northern 7s/ands, from the Eagle and Succeſs, 1774. 


I have not at preſent a Copy of my Views of the Natunas, 
or of my Journal when I made them; Captain Clements ſays 
% they appeared in a continuation of hill and dale, wood-land 
and paſture-ground, and not wildly over-run with trees and 
« brambles, as in general in this part of the World, which 
* inclined him to think they were inhabited, though in paſſing 
© they ſaw neither light, ſmoak, nor boat.“ 


The ſouthern part of the Great Natuna is high land, as are 
the iſlands on the | South Feſt of it. That which I named 
Coco Iſland, from the Cacoa- Nut Trees we ſaw in paſling it, 


is a high ſbarp Peak, and I ſuppoſe what Captain Clements 


I ſaw at Sun-ſet a ſmall Iſland like a Haycock to the South- 
ward, with a Hummock Rock to the Eaſtward of it, but no 


appearance of any other Lands, though indeed it was not clear 


in that quarter.

On examining my Views of Land, I do not find any of Coco Hand, and the remarks 


in my Journal do not ſeem to deſcribe it as a high Harp Peak; but gives that deſcription 
of an adjacent Iſland.

What he calls Steeple Is/and, is not very high, with a high 
bluff point to Meſtuard, having a clump of trees on the brow 


of it, like a ſquare flat ſteeple. 


Red Iſland was ſo named from ſeveral Red Cliffs, like 
Stone- quaries on its NE. brow, which is higher than Steeple 
Iſland. 


The poſition of the Northern Anambas is from Captain 
Clements; the figure from a ſketch of my own, Captain 
Clements agrees exactly with that ſketch, in the poſition and 
diſtance of the Haycock and Caſtle Rock, which is the Northern 
Extreme. It is a ragged Rock, without the appearance of plant 
upon it, when I paſſed in 1761, except a /ingle Cocoa-Nut-T ree ; 


but Captain Clements takes no notice of this tree, ſo that it 


poſſibly was down before 1773 ; there is alſo a high /ingle 
rock a-top, which Captain Clements thought reſembled the ruins 
of a Caſtle, from whence it was named. I juſt weathered it, 
and had at half a mile diſtance 35 — and at a mile's diſtance, 
to Eaſtward of it, 50 


The Anambas appeared to Captain Clements rocky to the ſhoar, 


and wildly overgrown with wood.

By ſome memorandums taken from the Journal of Captain 
Benjamin Dennio - it appears, he paſſed to the Eaftward of theſe 
I/lands, which he calls the Natunas, through the Channel made 
by them and the JYeftern Anambas, in November 1725—viz.

« Theſe Iſlands of Natunas and Anambers are of a moderate 
height, and, as far as we ſaw, no danger about them, but what 
is viſible. They are all of them pretty ſteep, ſo that we had 
mo ground, 30 and 35 fathom, except in the afternoon, being 
within Two Miles of one of them, had 25 ſand and belle. 
The Anambers are the higheſt of the two, exceeding thoſe of 
the Timoans *. | 


«© The channel we put through, between the two cluſlers of 
Islands, lyes about N W by W. and N E by E * 60 miles, and in 
the narroweſt part 4 leagues wide. They are all mountamous, 
and oyer-grown with trees, ſo believe they are but thinly 
inhabited. We ſaw ſeveral boats which did not care to come 
to us: The N. W. Point of the Anambers lies 9o miles to 
eaſtward of P* Aro.“

were copied from a plan of my old friend, Captain George Baker, 
whoſe indefatigable labours, whilſt an Officer in the Porto-bello 
Sloop, deſerve the higheſt commendation. 


The Weſtern Anambas, and adjacent Iſlands of St. Eſprit, are 
laid down from Captain, Clements, in the Royal Charlotte, and 
from the Hector, 1759, and Ofterly, 1758, the Northern St. 
Efprit Ielonds are not * exactly determined.

The Hlands adjacent to Billiton are ſo very differently de- 
ſcribed in the different Journals, that I am very doubtful if it be 
poſſible” to reconcile them exactly, I have marked the Track of 
the French Ships, Camel and Elephant, 1759, as they fell in with 
Shoals which ſeem to lye to the Eaſtward of any ſeen by our 


ſhips. Though ſeveral were deſcryed both by the Oſterly and 
Hector. 


This Coaſt towards Billiton ſeems to be extremely dangerous; 
the French ſay, whenever you get out of nud ſoundings on that 
Coaſt, you are likely to fall in with ſboals.

I have not inſerted the Track of the Luconia, 1776, along the 
Coaft of Boxnto, although I am indebted to my Friend Captain 
Clements for Captain Kirton's Log, becauſe I am taught to flatter 
myfelf with hopes of receiving a Chart from that Gentleman 


himſelf, which will, without compariſon, ſurpaſs any ſketch which 
could be laid down from a Log. 


The Track of the Glatton, 1779, in company with the Royal. 
George and Hillſborough, was laid down by Mr. Welladvice, then an 
Officer in the Glatton, whoſe aſſiduity, on this and other occa- 
ſions, merits the higheſt commendation ; and, if every Officer 


executed that part of duty with equal ability and attention, my |

Mr. IWelladvice exactly agreed with the Eaſting, wherein I had 
placed So uxourou from P? Wawook ;z and Captain Weſt only 
differed 7 from that deduction; theſe Ships, being in fight of 
Land the greateſt part of the way from P? Waweor, confirms very 
ſtrongly the poſition I had given Souxourov; ſince Men fo 
attentive to the neceſſary Obſervations, accord to that poſition ; and 
I cannot help recommending their example to Others, as a full 
proof, that Hydrographical Obſervations may be made, without 
W any part of the ordinary duty of an Officer. 


In 1780, The Stormont, going to China, paſſed this way ; WEE 
ſhe went from So uRoOourov to the Weſtward of S*. BAR BA, her 


Voyage adds nothing to our antecedent knowledge. . 
In 1781, Three Fleets of Indiamen paſſed through theſe Seas. 


The 1ſt conſiſting of The Granby, Captain John tone, Commo- 
dore; Halſewell, Captain Peirce; E. Sanduich, Captain Deane, 
E. Oxford, Captain White ; and Britannia, Capt. Hutchinſon: The 
two former Commanders meritoriouſly laid down Charts of their 
Tracks, which were accompanied with Remarks and Vicus of the 
Lands ſeen. They fell in with the NATuNASs, and paſling to 
the Eaſtward of Taz, about 5 leagues diſtant, ſteered almoſt 
directly South, when they made Sovkxovrov to the Eaſtward

from E. Natuna, or The NaTuxas 0? 37 + farther Weſt than my 
Chart had placed them. 


The 2d Fleet was intended to have gone the ſame Rout, but 
paſſed, by miſtake, to the Weſtward of the NaTunas, without 
ſeeing them; it confiſted of the Stormont, Capt. Rogers, Commo- 
dore; Bridgewater, Captain Parker ; York, Captain Blanchard; 
Beſborough, Captain Montgomery; Atlas, Captain Cooper; Laſcelles, 
Captain Wakefield; and London, Captain Cumming. 


Of their Rout I have ſeen no Chart; They fell in with the 
Northern Anambas, paſſing to the Eaftward of them, and then 
made Vicloire, the White Rock, St. Julien, and St. Barbara; paſſing 


to the Weſtward of the two laſt : but the Logs of the Ships in this 
Fleet differ moſt amazingly. 


The zd Fleet confiſted of the Glatton, Captain Clements, Com- 
modore; E. Mansfield, Captain Fraſer ; Vunſittart, Capt. Dung; 
Lord Holland, Captain IVilliams; and Pigot, Captain Mor gan.

This Fleet made the Great Natunas, and then paſſed through 
between the High and Law Group of Southern Natunas, in the 
rout of the Camel and Elephant, 1759 ; being late in the Seaſon, 
they frequently 45; and as I have many Views of the Islands 
from Captain Clements, Captain Fraſer, Mr. Welladvice, Mr. 
Robertſon and Mr. Chriſtie ; and as theſe. Ships have in general been 
very circumſtantial in their Bearings and Remarks, a much better ac- 
count can be given of their Voyage, particularly from the Remarks 
.of my Friend Captain Clements and Captain Fraſer, than. Journals 
commonly will admit: I have from Mr. George Robertſon, then 
an Officer in the Vanſittart, a Chart of their Track; and allo, 
from Capt. Clements, a Chart, of part of this Track, made by 
Mr. Torin, an Officer of the Pigot : 'Theſe ſhips afterwards paſſed 
between Bulliton and Banka, of which Paſſage I have engraved 
Mr. Robertſon's CHART. 


The next Track to be mentioned is that of the Nonſuck, Captain 
Richardſon, 1782; He moſt obligingly ſent me a copy of his Journal 
and Views of the Lands; as he paſſed to the Weſtward of the 
Great Natuna, his becomes a very important Track: He ſaw my 
Haycock Roc ꝶ, to the $ W of the Great Natuna, and, admitting my 
poſition of Haycock Rock and E. Natuna, He places the /aft o 160 W 
from SouROUTOVU, or o 20“ to the Weſtward of where my

Chart laid it down. He gives a View of the [lands in 1? N. 
which had been ſeen in the Elephant and Camel, 1759, but having 
no name, he called them Nonſuch Tslands, after his ſhip : This 
name I ſhall retain; becauſe Timbelan of the French, and Timo- 
lean, which ſome of our Navigators name them, appear to be 
corruptions of Sambeelan or Nine Islands, an Epithet not applicable 
to them, They being at leaſt twelve in number. 


| In 1783, Four Indiamen, the Locko, Capt. Lawſon, Commo- 

dore; the Ofterly, Capt. Rogers; Aſia, Capt. Maw ;, Eſſex, Capt. 
Stover ; and 2 Country Skips, the Byram Gore, Capt. Maughan ; 
and Eftambole, Capt. Maclue ; came from China in Company. 
They came down along the Coaſt of Box x RO, and parted off 
Souroutou.. The Locko went ſingly through the Strait of Sapy; the 
Oſterly and Eſſex through the Strait of Alas; and the Aſia, and 
the two Country. Ships, through the Strait of Sapy but I have 
ſeen no Chart of the Track of either of theſe Ships. 


In 1784, The Ganges, Capt. Dempſter, coming from CRI xx, fell in 

with the Coaft of Malaya; and afterwards with the Northern Anambas, 
and went from thence to the Strait of Banka, having ſtruck on one 
of the Shoals. between Pe Lingen and Pꝰ Panjang : The Bearings of 
| Furian Verburg, when on the Geldria's Skoal, and of the Ganges

are not yery different; but Verburg, deſcribes the Shoal he was upon, 
to be white ſend with. ſmall black bells; The Ganges, as coral rock. 
It muſt, there fore, be doubtful whether they are the ſame, or different 
Shoals: if the ſame? it is ſurprizing the Ganges did not ſee The Over- 

et- Boat Rock, or Ragged 'Jland e This affords room to conjeRure, 
that the two Shoals of Geldria and Looſduynens do not lye Eaſt and 
Maſt, but N W b N, and 8 E be from each other, and that the 
Ganges was on the Southern, and Verburg on the Northern -Shoal, 
whereby he ſaw The Overſet-Boat Roc x, and Ragged Ilund, which 
were not ſeen in the Ganges. The Crown Prince, "Daniſh India- 
man, ſtruck on one of theſe Shoals, in 1748. T have never been 
able to get an Extra& of this Ship's Journal, but the late Capt. 
Charles Guſtavus Ekeberg wrote me * that Ship ſaw P? Panjang 
« but + an hour before ſhe ſtruck, bearing N W b N, their 
« ſoundings 25. 24. 23. and 19 Fathoms, coarſe ſand, when they 
<.diſcoyered the water whirling upon the Bank, when they came off 
< they had 19 fathoms, ſo that it muſt be deep water cloſe to it.” 


As this is a matter of great importance, I ſhall' add the accounts 
given by Yerburg, 1760, and by the Ganges.

In 1784, alſo in the Voyage home from Caina, The London,

The E. Sandwich, 1784, Capt. Wadmworth, who paſſed be- 
tween the Ne Natunas and the Great Natuna, makes the extent 
of the lands, much more than C. Clements and I do; but this 
might be expected, as he was beating againſt the SW Monſoon in 
June, when it was natural to ſuppoſe a ſtrong current would ſet 
to the Eaſtward amongſt the Iſlands.
